scavengers.  So  long  as  there  is  an  average  I 
rainfall,  ant!  the  temperature  is  not  exces- 
sively high,  the  mortality  in  these  towns  is 
not  remarkable;  typhoid,  small-pox,  etc. , 
claim  their  victims,  but  they  are  generally 
children,  and  little  attention  is  attracted. 
But  an  exceptional  season,  such  as  we  have 
bad  this  year,  shows  up  what  man's  care- 
lessness may  result  in,  and  we  may  sec 
town  after  town  absolutely  decimated  by 
disease.  We  have  no  desire  to  afflict  the 
afflicted  ;  but  there  must  lie  some  .one  to 
blame  for  what  has  occurred  at  Campinas 
and  at  Santos.  The  first  inference  is  gross 
carelessness  on  the  pail  of  the  municipal 
authorities,  who  have  shown  energy  only 
after  the  evil  was  manifest.  The  epidemics 
have  caused  the  loss  of  valuable  lives,  the 
expenditure  of  much  money  and  the  shak- 
ing up  of  many  old  bones.  Let  us  sincerely 
trust  that  all  this  will  result  in  someTorm  of 
municipal  control  that  will  not  lock  the 
stable  door  after  the  horse  is  stolen,  but  will 
insist  upon  the  observation  of  such  sanitary 
measures  as  are  by  sad  experience  proved 
to  be  absolutely  necessary. 


There  is  nothing  new  to  report  regard- 
ing the  sanitary  condition  of  this  city.  The 
epidemic  is  considered  at  an  end,  although 
there  are  from  one  to  six  deaths  a  day  from 
yellow  fever,  and  the  general  mortality  is 
considerably  above  the  normal.  A  high 
death  rate,  however,  is  to  be  expected  after  so 
hot  and  sickly  a  season,  and  it  will  perhaps 
be  but  slightly  reduced  until  cool  weather 
comes  definitely.  The  temperature  con- 
tinues high,  and  there  are  still  many  com- 
plaints of  the  scarcity  of  water.  The  recent 
heavy  expenditure  of  money  to  secure  an 
extra  provisional  supply  seems  lit  have  been 
thrown  away,  the  supply  being  reported  as 
barely  a  sixth  of  the  stipulated  quantity. 
The  Brazilian  government,  it  would  appear, 
has  never  learned  the  necessity  of  dealing 
with  responsible,  trustworthy  men  in  such 
undertakings,  and  the  result  is  that  it  is 
always  paying  for  shadows.  It  is  imper- 
ative, however,  that  the  water  question  be 
settled  at  once  and  satisfactorily,  so  that  we 
may  be  ready  for  a  drouth  next  year.  In 
Santos,  die  improvement  is  reported  to  be 
steady  and  substantial  Much  has  been 
clone  to  improve  the  sanitary  condition, 
and  we  trust  that  further  steps  will  be  taken 
immediately  to  properly  drain  the  city. 
The  work  should  be  initiated  at  once,  and 
the  most  dangerous  places  drained  during 
the  approaching  cool  season. 


From  Campinas  we  regret   to  stale  that 

city  is  lull  of  sick  people,  new  cases  are 
appearing  in  large  numbers  every  day,  and 
there  is  urgent  need  of  physicians,  drug- 
gists and  nurses.  More  than  that,  the 
people  are  suffering  for  food,  because  all 
business  has  been  suspended  and  nothing 
now  goes  there  except  in  the  way  ol  relief. 
It  is  now  very  generally  conceded  thai  con- 
taminated water  has  been  tile  cause  of  this 
terrible  epidemic.  The  town  is  almost 
entirely  dependent  upon  wells  (or  its  drink- 
ing water,  and  these  wells,  closely  situated 
to  the  cess-pbols— -another  feature  of  the 
town— have  been  receiving  infiltrations  of 
sewerage,  until  the  water  has  been  rendered 
poisonous  to  the  last  degree.  The  effect 
was  inevitable ;  the  drouth  reduced  the 
water  supply  and  the  inhabitants  of  Cam- 
pinas must  have  been  lor  months  drinking 
this  poisonous  liquid.  There  is  hardly  a 
small  town,  and  perhaps  even  few  of  the 
larger  in  Brazil,  that  may  not  at  any  time 
have  to  endure  the  experience  which  has  cost 
so  many  lives  in  the  town  of  Campinas, 
Sanitary  measures  are  ignored  in  the  major- 
ity of  Brazilian  towns ;  the  refuse  from 
houses  is  dumped  down  pretty  much  any- 
where, and  pigs  and  carrion   crows  are  the 


The  Jornal  of  the  17th  gives  currency 
to  a  rumor  that  the  minister  of  empire  has 
resolved  to  send  to  the  section  of  "justice 
and  home  affairs'.'  the  project  of  the  mun- 
icipal council  for  the  police  supervision  of 
domestic  servants.  This  project  has  been 
before  the  public  about  two  years,  and  it  is 
perhaps  quite  time  that  the  attention  wasted 
upon  it  should  be  given  to  some  purpose 
more  deserving  and  rational.  In  a  country 
where  there  is  so  little  justice  and  so  defec- 
tive a  code  of  laws  for  the  protection  of  life, 
properly  and  industry,  it  is  clearly  the 
height  ol  absurdity  for  rational  men  to 
waste  so  much  time  over  so  petty  and  un- 
necessary a  subject  as  a  set  of  regulations 
for  the  employment,  duties  and  treatment 
of  domestic  servants.  In  a  healthy  state  of 
society  the  common  statutes  of  the  land 
ought  to  be  quite  sufficient  to  settle  all 
questions  of  this  character,  and  particularly 
so  when  the  law  is  administered  by  justices 
and  juries  interested  in  preserving  an  even 
balance  between  employers  and  servants. 
And  yet,  although  the  laws  and  methods  of 
judicial  procedure  ben:  in  Brazil  are  so 
crude,  defective  and  costly,  we  find  men  of 
legal  training  and  official  position  so  pos- 
sessed by  the  itlea  of  placing  one's  domestic 
affairs  under  police  supervision  that  they 
can  seriously  devote  days  and  weeks  to  the 
consideration  of  the  necessary  by-laws  and 
then  calmly  lay  them  before  the  imperial 
council  of  state  lor  examination  and  advice, 
Think  of  a  grave  councillor  ol  state  study- 
ing the  penalty  to  he  inflicted  upon  a  poor, 
clumsy  servant  girl  for  breaking  a  tea-cup, 
or  running  away  from  a  harsh  master  1  And 
think,  too,  of  these  dignified  and  patriotic 
statesmen  trying, to  determine  how  much  a 
kitchen  maid  must  pay  for  a  police  registry 
and  bow  often  she  must  report  at  the  police 
station  to  keep  the  paternal  authorities  oi 
this  imperial  capital  fully  informed  about 
herself!  Perhaps,  too,  they  will  think  it 
necessary  to  prescribe  when  she  shall  take  a 
bath,  and  how  often  she  may  use  her 
master's  tooth-brush,  and  at  what  hour  of 
the  witching  night  she  may  flirt  with  the 
stable  boy  across  the  street,  While  these 
important  questions  are  under  considera- 
tion, we  may  wait  with  what  patience  is  left 
to  us  for  better  police  laws  and  the  creation 
of  police  courts  so  that  a  chicken  thief  may 
be  tried  and  punished  at  once  without  be- 
ing six  months  to  a  year  in  prison  awaiting 
trial  ;  for  better  laws  for  the  collection  of 
small  debts  so  that  the  multitudes  of  well 
dressed  swindlers  which  infest  this  city  may 
be  compelled  to  pay  their  little  bills  which 
are  now  uncollectahle  because  of  the  delay 
and  expense;  for  better  tax  laws  so  that  the 
rich  landowner  shall  pay  his  due  proportion 


and  the  poor  worker,  whether  gardener, 
tizan,  trader  or  manufacturer,  may  be 
relieved  of  the  unfair  burdens  imposed 
upon  him;  for  better  land  laws,  so  that  the 
rich  proprietor  may  not  own  the  whole 
earth  and  leave  the  willing  laborer  to  starve; 
for  better  municipal  laws,  so  that  there  may 
ie  a  rational,  responsible  government,  res- 
tricted to  definite  lines  of  administration 
ami  forbidden  to  meddle  with  undertakings 
outside  their  legitimate  sphere  ;■  for  the  lib- 
eration of  commerce  and  industry,  the  pro- 
tection of  life  and  property,  the  maintenance 
1  good  order  and,  we  feel  obliged  to  add, 
good  conduct  in  public,  for  the  proper 
enforcement  of  the  law  against  theft,  official 
peculation,  breach  of  trust,  swindling,  of- 
ficial corruption,  assassination,  and  the 
many  other  crimes  which  now  enjoy  so 
much  impunity.  Wherr  the  aldermen,  the 
ministers  of  justice  and  empire,  and  the 
grave  and  dignified  councillors  of  slate, 
aided  perhaps  by  the  two  legislative  cham- 
bers, are  able  to  accomplish  all  these  im- 
portant and  urgent  services  for  the  general 
good,  then  perhaps  the  public  will  feel 
content  to  let  them  try  their  skill  on  the 
chambers,  kitchens  and  stables  of  the  na- 
tion. To  shirk  the  really  needful  legislation, 
and  then  elaborate  a  code  of  regulations 
for  the  petty  government  of  a  man's  kitchen 
and  stable,  is  an  abuse  of  prerogative  for 
which  no  reasonable  being  will  ever  be  able 
to  invent  an  excuse.

WATER  SUPPLY. 


"  The  inspector  general  of  public  works  lias 
replied  to  the  questions  recently  put  to  him  by  Hie 
minister  of  agriculture  with  tlie  dispatch  we  tran- 
scribe below,  relative  to  the  water  supply,  and 
especially  as  to  the  provisional  works  recently 
effected. 

The  perusal  of  this  dispatch,  with  that  of  one 
accompanying  it  signed  by  Dr.  Lara,  assistant  of 
the  inspector- general,  will  undoubtedly  produce 
nn  exceedingly  melancholy  impression. 

The  facts  referred  to  are  such,  the  conclusions 
in  those  contained  are  so  disheartening,  thai  we 
consider  it  a  duly  to  appeal  to  the  minister  of 
agriculture  for  a  clearing  up  of  llie  whole  truth 
pertaining  lo  tins  business. 

A  question  of  the  greatest  interest  to  the  popu- 
lation of  this  city  is  under  discussion,  that  of  a 
service  which  has  consumed  enormous  sums;  it  is 
equitable  to  let  us  know  if  we  have,  or  have  not, 
a  (water)  supply  sufficient  for  our  needs,  if  all  Ihe 
sacrifices,  including  in  these  those  incurred  with 
the  contract  with  Dr.  Frontin,  are  frustrated; 
what  may  lie,  finally,  the  necessary  steps  to  bring 
this  accursed  question  of  the  water  supply  to  a 
termination. 

To  justify  this  petition  —  if  perchance  it  needs 
justification  —  it  is  sufficient  to  state  that  so  far  we 
do  not  know  what  volume  of  water  has  been 
acquired.  Is  it  the  13,000,000  hires  promised  by 
Dr.  Fronlin  ?  Does  it  exceed  the  promised  quantity 
as  is  reported  by  official  measurements  made  on 
the  25th  ullo?  Is  it  the  2,700,000  litres  which 
Dr.  Lara  says  is  the  present  quantity? 

We  expect  from  the  activity  of  the  minister  of 
agriculture  that  this  interrogatory  will  not  be  long 
unanswered." 


Provincial  Notes 


The  reports  oi  the  engineers  referred  to  are  rather 
long  for  transcription.  Sr.  Belfort,  the  inspector- 
general  <if  public  works,  who  measured  and 
reported  upon  Sr.  Pronlin's  water  supply,  and 
gave  this  at  16,000,000  litres,  commences  his 
dispatch  to  the  minister  with  an  amount  of  in- 
solence that  in  any  other  country  would  relieve  him 
of  all  further  trouble  with  public  works,  fie  says 
lie  cannot  be  blamed  for  the  deficient  water  supply 
ol  Rio,  for  the  government  would  pay  no  attention 
to  his  demands  for  the  purchase  ol  new  sources. 
The  inspector-general  refers  to  his  subordinate's 
report  in  which  it  is  stated  that  all  Fron tin's  ditches 
have  fallen,  or  are  falling  to  pieces,  that  the  Front  in 
supply,  from  one  only  available  ditch,  is  1,-560,000 
litres  per  day  and  that  Fron  tin  bad  positively  re- 
fused to  allow  any  measurements  of  the  volume  of 
water  before  the  24th  inst.  when  his  contract 
term  i  nates. 


A  FRENCH  scientific  journal  asserts  that  it  has

— The  province  ol  Rio  has  a  bill  of  42,041^445 
to  pay  to  Ihe  Leopoldina  railway  for  carrying  im- 
migrants for  account  of  the  province. 

— The  Dinrio  de  CaMpinas  of  the  13th  says  that 
there  were  82  burials  in  that  city  on  the  preceding 
day  !     Such  a  dentil  rate  is  simply  horrible ! 

— Pelotas,  Rio  Grande  do  Sul,  is  not  going 
ahead  very  fast.  In  the  first  quarter  of  this  year 
there  were  316  deaths,  against  120  births.  Immi- 
gration seems  requisite  at  Pelotas. 

— The  new  jail  at  Campos,  Rio  dc  Janeiro,  was 
inaugurated  on  the  16th.  The  prisoners,  number- 
ing 34,  were  transported  in  the  tram-cars  usually 
employed  in  carrying  meat  around  the  city. 

—A  man  recently  died  at  Rio  Grande  do  Sul 
who  had  been  18  years  employed  in  the  Treasury 
agency  cancelling  withdrawn  and  dilacerated  (sic) 
paper  ,-noney.  The  item  does  not  mention  what 
was  left  his  heirs. 

— It  would  appear  that  the  liberal  ticket  for  the 
vacant  seat  in  the  Senate  from  Minas  Geraes,  which 
is  the  same  voted  on  in  previous  elections,  stands 
a  fair  chance  of  winning  this  time.  The  conser- 
vatives are  evidently  quarrelling  among  themselves. 

— The  ex-president  of  Pallia  in  his  last  retatorio 
says  that  al  least  two  flying  detachments  of  soldiers 
are  necessary  to  insure  order  in  the  interior  of  the 
province,  In  one  judicial  district  there  are  no  less 
than  200  criminals,  who  seem  to  be  left  quietly 
alone. 

— The  president  of  the  province  of  Piauhy  has 
forbidden  the  export  of  cereals  from  the  province, 
because  of  the  scarcity  of  them  there.  What  will 
be  the  next  presidential  prohibition?  Perhaps  the 
president  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  will  forbid  the  export 
of  coffee,  for  every  one  knows  there  will  he  next  to 
none  in  1890. 

—The  Santos  municipal  chamber  having  refused 
to  allow  the  port  improvement  company  to  take 
earth  and  stone  from  the  Monte  Serrate  hill,  work 
lias  been  suspended  since  February  Stir.  The 
minister  of  agriculture  has  asked  the  president  of 
S.  Paulo  to  interfere  that  the  dead-lock  may  he 
solved. 

—A  fight  occurred  al  the  races  in  Pernnmbuco 
on  the  14th  inst.,  in  which  a  notorious  cutthroat 
was  killed,  two  men  badly  wounded  and  eleven 
slightly  wounded.  The  people  are  protesting 
against  these  fights  al  the  races,  as  they  may  very 
properly  do.  It  is  said  that  the  lower  classes  are 
always  armed  with  knives  and  pistols. 

— According  lo  the  account  published  in  the 
Monitor  Campista  it  would  be  a  real  pleasure  to  be 
confined  in  the  new  gaol  at  Campos.  It  quite 
makes  one  wish  to  be  a  criminal,  if  the  crime 
could  be  committed  in  Campos.  When  we  get  a  law 
for  imprisoning  irrepressible  debtors,  perhaps  the 
Rio  aristocracy  will  choose  Campos  as  a  residence. 

—According  to  a  letter  addressed  to  (hs'fomtit 
de  Noticias  of  B'ahia,  ami  published  here  in  the 
Jti/uiit  do  Coimnereio  of  the  loth,  the  population  of 
Umhurnna,  liahia,  were  111  urgent  need  of  assistance. 
The  parish  priest  signs  the  letter  and  he  gives  a 
very  distressing  account  ol  the  condition  of  his 
pari  shone  is.  They  have  not  money  enough  lo  pay 
him  his  fees. 

— Al  a  place  called  Santa  Catharina,  Minas 
Geraes,  the  republicans  have  recently  gained  a 
substantial  victory.  An  election  was  held  (or  a 
municipal  councillor  ;  the  republicans  polled  19 
voles,  the  monarchists  only  12.  The  republican 
club  has  26  voters  among  its  members,  but  why 
the  7  recalcitrants  did  not  vole,  or  whether  they 
voted  for  Ihe  monarchical  candidate,  is  not  ex- 
plained, 

— On  the  13th  a  colonial  nucleus  was  inaugur- 
ated at  S.  Joao  Nepomuceno,  Minas  Geraes.  The 
province  advances  40,000$  lo  a  patriotic  association 
presided  over  by  Dr.  Carlos  Ferreira  Alves,  which 
takes  over  the  duly  of  surveying  100  lots  of  15 
hectares  each  and  ihe  administration  of  the  nucleus. 
The  advance  is  repayable  in  four  years,  and  the 
immigrants  are  lo  have  10  years  for  paying  llieir 
purchase  money. 

—On  the  13th  the  door-keeper  {porteiro)  of  the 
Riu  de  Janeiro  provincial  immigrant  bureau  asks 
for  a  house  to  live  in;  for  he  says  there  are  no 
accommodations  forhim  in  the  building  wherein  ihe 
bureau  is  at  work.  We  admire  this  porteiro;  im- 
migrants may  beg  alms  all  along  the  streets,  but 
he  will  not  dispense  with  bis  bed-room,  dressing 
room,  dining  and  drawing  rooms!  Instead  of 
kicking  this  example  of  Brazilian  official  dedication 
into  the  street,  the  president^  the  province  asks 
him  lo  wait  ifnlil  the  special  building  [or  immigrant 
service  is  erected. 

—The  two  nuclei  stipulated  in  the  contract  have 
just  been  founded  on  the  Itatiaia  estates,  province 
of  Minas  Geraes.  The  colonists  are  all  Italians, 
and,  according  to  the  usual  report,  are  all  satisfied. 
■\ud  who  wouldn't  he,  under  the  circumstances? 
lo  be  received  with  a  band  of  music,  provided  with 
laud  on  credit  and  have  a  house  built  for  you, 
escorted  home  witli  cheers  and  fireworks,  given  a 
free  lunch  and  promised  tools,  seeds,  provisions 
and  employment  — who  wouldn't  feel  satisfied? 
Ihe  trouble  is  that  when  ihe  gas  lias  been  ex- 
hausted,   all  the  substantial  benefits  disappear  also.

THE     RIO     NEWS. 


Railroad    Notes 

—The  March  receipts  of  the  Cnrangola  line 
amounted  to  5i,8lo.$52o,  The  expenditures  are 
not  published. 

—There  is  being  organized  in  Antwerp  a  com- 
pany for  the  exploration  ol  the  concession  of  the 
railway  from  Santa  Llizia  to  Benevente. 

—The  Sorocabnna  railway  has  presented  to  the 
government  the  surveys  ol  42  kilometres  of  the 
extension  between  Itapetininga  and  Tatuhy, 

—On  the  71I1  hist,  the  minister  of  agriculture 
authorized  the  director  of  the  D.  Pedio  II  railway 
to  survey  the  extension  of  the  road  from  CurveSlo 
to  the  S.  Francisco  river. 

—The  total  receipts  of  the  Macahfj  and  Campos 
lines  during  the  three  months  ending  31st  March 
were  490,834$7lo,  against  295,  io5$620  in  the  same 
period  of  last  year.  The  comparison,  however, 
is  not  strictly  fair,  as  the  crops  last  year  were 
small. 

—The  [888  receipts  of  the  Minus  and  Rio  line 
were  781 ,305^81 .1,  against  72o,,!0.2$470  in  1887, 
an  increase  of  52,1 13$34<>.  The  cattle  traffic  in 
18S8  numbered  82,346  head,  against  54.864  in  1887. 
This  special  traffic,  which  was  initialed  by  this 
railway,  represented  a  revenue  of  2 66, 980 $240  for 
the  Minasand  Rio  line  in  1888,  and  about  340,000$ 
for  the  D,  Pedro  II  line. 

— The  yornal  on  the  191I1  says  thai  a  telegram 
from  London  dated  on  the  16th  slates  that  the 
S.  Paulo  railway  company  had  lodged  a  protest  at 
the  Brazilian  legation  against  the  appointment  of 
Srs.  Andrade  Figueira  and  Ewbank  da  Camara  as 
representatives  of  the  government  in  the  pending 
questions,  claiming  that  the  appointments  were 
made  after  the  expiration  of  the  time  marked  for 
such  action.  Another  objection  is  Hint  F.wbank 
da  Camara  is  a  government  official  t director  of  the 
D.  Pedro  II  railway)  and  may  therefore  he  con- 
sidered too  prejudiced  for  an  arbitrator. 


Local  Notes 


— If  we  mistake  not  the  contract  with  the 
present  gas  company  calls  for  two  new  gasometers. 
Is  it  considered  that  two  "reservoirs"  fill  the  agree- 
ment. 

—We  have  received  the  first  number  of  A  Hua, 
which  is  a  weekly  gestation  of  men,  ideas  and 
occurrences,  according  In  its  programme.

—A  defalcation  or  thefl  of  20,000$  was  reported 
to  ihe  police  station  from  the  S.  Christnvao  station 
of  ihe  Rio  do  Ouro  railway  on  the  14th  it  It.  The 
money  was  in  part  destined  lor  the  payment  of  ihe 
battalion  of  engineers. 

—We  have  no  patience  with  such  stupidity  !  A 
man  was  arrested  at  11:30  a.  m.  on  the  rzth  try- 
ing to  break  into  shops  mi  the  Run  Primeiro  de 
Marco.  The  idiot  might  have  known  that  the 
police  are  never  asleep  until  after  1  a.  m. 

— 'Plie  cable  announces  ihe  acquittal  of  Barao  de 
Wildick,  ex-consul  for  Portugal  in  Rio,  and  his 
treasurer,  who  were  charged  with  "making  way" 
with  the  money  in  the  consulate  belonging  to 
Portuguese  subjects.  We  felt  certain  that  this 
would'  he  the  result. 

—On  Saturday,  13th  hist.,  a  Te  Denm  was 
celebrated  at  the  S.  Francisco  de  Paula  church  by 
the  confraternity  in  thanks  for  the  re-establishment 
of  the  Emperor's  health.  The  Imperial  family, 
representatives  of  the  press  and  other  distinguish- 
ed persons  were  present. 

—With  commendable  alacrity  our  municipal 
chamber  opened  unlimited  credits  at  certain  chem- 
ist's shops  during  die  recent  epidemic  for  the 
furnishing  of  physic  to  indigent  persons.  Now  the 
chemists  want  their  money,  and  the  chamber 
wants  the  government  to  settle  the  accounts. 
Verily  municipal  affairs  are  unintelligible  in  Rio. 

—Mrs.  Maria  Herdegen,  wife  of  the  unhappy 
German  who  recently  committed  suicide  here,  died 
on  the  191I1  of  yellow  fever.  She  was  taken  ill  on 
the  day  she  was  to  take  a  steamer  for  home,  and 
her  death  followed  speedily  In  spite  of  the  sym- 
pathy and  attention  aroused  for  her  in  this  city. 
She  and  her  husband  were  on  their  way  home  from 
New  Zealand. 

—A  sailor  on  the  Aqnidabait,  ironclad,  killed  a 
comrade  with  a  chisel  on  the  12th  hist,  with  the 
most  extraordinary  coolness.  He  had  quarrelled 
with  another  sailor,  when  ihe  murdered  man  inter- 
fered and  received  the  chisel  in  Ins  heart.  be 
murderer  reported  to  the  officer  of  the  watch  thai 
"he  had  sworn  to  kill  somebody  on  board  that 
vessel."     There  is  no  capital  punishment  111  Brazil. 

-At  half  past  three  on  the  morning  of  the  15U1 
a  party  of  sailors  and  marines  from  the  Brazilian 
war  vessels  in  port  landed  and  attacked  the  police 
at  the  Praca  das  Marinhas.  They  were  driven 
away  by  the  police.  During  the  skirmish  they 
used  their  revolvers  Ireely.  It  would  be  interesting 
to  know  bow  these  fellows  got  liberty  to  come 
ashore  in  boats  at  such  an  hour. 

-It  may  be  important  for  the  admiring  visitors 
to  the  Brazilian  exhibit  hi  Paris  to  know  that  in 
this  country  the  paper  on  which  this  journal  is 
printed  is  classified  as  writing  ^r  and  pay.s  a 
duly  of  ill  cents  a  pound.

—Work  has  been  begun  on  ihe  artesian  wells 
n  Ceara,  and  with  the  best  prospects  of  success. 

—The  General  Assembly  should  open  on  the  3rd 
iroximo,  but  it  is  reported  that  a  quorum  will  not 
be  present. 

■Thejomj/ofthe  iSth  publishes  theconditions 
for  the  laying  of  a  direct  cable  between  brazil  and 
the  United  Stales. 

—The  minister  of  empire  has  ordered  a  com- 
prehensive census  of  ihe  cortifas  [tenement  houses] 
of  the  city,     Why  not  have  a  general  census  ? 

—  It  is  to  be  noted  that  Dr.  Domingos  Freire  has 
gone  up  to  Campina.  lo  inoculate  those  left  with 
his  yellow  fever  preventive.  We  shall  now  see 
what  effect  the  Doctor's  ayptococau  will  have  on 
typhus. 

-A  telegram  dated  Buenos  Aires  on  lliC2tstand 
published  in  0  Pat*  here  this  morning,  mentions  a 
rumor  that  the  Pacific  Navigation  Company's 
steamer  Cotopaxi  had  been  shipwrecked  111  the 
straits  of  Magellan. 

-Thirty-three  criminals  under  sentence  were 
pardoned  b>  the  Emperor  on  Good  Fridny,  accord: 
ing  lo  custom,  At  the  sumo  time  Mis  Majesty 
instructed  the  minister  of  justice  to  prepare  a  list  of 
ex-slaves  convicted  under  ihe  law  ol  1835,011  which 
his  imperial  clemency  may  he  exercised. 

—The  latest  telegrams  from  Campinas  state  that 
the  sanitary  condition  there  shows  some  improve- 
ment. On  Ihe  20th  there  were  26  deaths  in  the 
lowu,  and  the  number  or  new  cases  ol  the  epidemic 
was  decreasing.  There  were  21a  patients  in  the 
hospitals,  ol  which  127  were  cases  of  yellow  (or 
typhus  ?)  fever. 

—The  Pah  of  the  15th  relates  that  a  poor 
Spanish  colonist  worked  for  a  Caniagallo  planter 
during  ihe  busy  season,  and  was  then  kicked  into 
the  public  highway  with  a  wife  and  three  children, 
without  being  paid,  and  with  the  Inula!  remark 
that  he  "could  kill  hunger  somewhere  else."  The 
poor  wretches  found  llieir  way  hack  lo  this  cily 
where  they  have  been  begging  food  and  shell,.',. 
There  ought  to  be  a  whipping  post  put  up  for  such 
planters. 

—  [1  being  reported  that  the  immigrants  sent  to 
Rio  Grande  do  Sol  iasl  month  on  the  coaslin^ 
steamer  Victoria  were  treated  badly  on  hoard,  the 
minister  of  agriculture  has  applied  to  tin'  inspector 
of  subsidized  navigation  companies  for  information, 
declaring  that  the  steamers  of  the  Companion 
Nacional  will  no  longer  have  preference  in  this 
service  should  the  charges  prove  true.  It  maybe 
anticipated,  however,  that  the  inspector  will  not 
report  against  the  company, 

— We  see  by  a  lebgram  from  Madrid  that  "eight 
days  quarantine  have  been  imposed  on  all  vessels, 
coming  from  Brazilian  ports."  Good  for  the 
Madrileuos!  We  shall  miss  that  enchanting  ride 
up  the  silvery  Manzanarez,  and  may  have  to  land 
somewhere  in  Holland  in  order  to  escape  quar- 
antine, hut"  at  the  same  time  it  is  perfectly  right  for 
them  lo  use  every  precaution.  If  the  fever  were 
to  gel  in  among  the  shipping  on  the  Matizanarez, 
there  is  no  telling   where  the  mischief  would  end. 

—There  is  perhaps  no  public  service  in  the 
world  outside  of  Turkey  so  insatiate,  irresponsible 
ami  arbitrary  as  the  custom  house  of  Rio  de  fa 
neiro.  If  an  importer  contests  the  decision  of  an 
ignorant,  irritable,  sell. complacent  conforenle,  he  is 
then  and  thereafter  treated  worse  than  a  smuggler, 
infinitely  worse  than  the  defaulter  who  tries  lo  clear 
out  with  the  public  funds  entrusted  to  his  care. 
When  will  Brazil  create  a  court  of  justice  where 
official  influence  is  not  fell,  and  where  a  merchant 
can  get  his  rights  protected  ? 

—There  were  5,645  immigrant  arrivals  at  this 
port  in  March,  ol  which  3,461  were  Italians,  1,585 
Portuguese,  413  Spaniards,  56  Austrians,  and  the 
remainder  of  diverse  nationalities,  01  ihe  total, 
3,967  were  males  and  4,46s  were  over  12  years  of 
age.  The  total  March  arrivals  al  Kio  and  Santos 
were  7,479.  and  the  departures  for  foreign  destina- 
tions were  381.  Of  those  sent  to  Rio  Grande, 
however,  750  are  to  be  relumed  to  Italy  because  of 
dissatisfaction,  anil  an  unknown  number  has  cross- 
ed over  Ihe  frontier  into  Uruguay.

Rio  crap  to  the  almost  exceptionally  low  figure  of  1,500000 
bags,  and  advice  of  the  practical  suspension  of  business  in 
Santos,  ill  Consequence  of  yellow  fever,  caused  the  market 
earlier  in  the  month  to  became  very  strong,  but  the  high  value 
made  operators  cautious,  and  prices  have  since  given  way 
about  31. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  recent  arrivals  of  Central 
American  have  included  a  large  proportion  of  coffee  "in 
parchment,"  which  has  shewn  excellent  quality  after  clean- 
ing, and  met  with  good  competition  from  the  trade. 

A  large  c.  and  f.  business  was  done  early  in  the  month; 
Rio,  common,  68—74  s,falr  channel  up  to  78  j;  Santos,  com- 
mon 75-7°  J>  fair  to  S°nti  average,  79-82  S,  but  the  advance, 
which  has  since  taken  place  in  the  Brazils,  has  materially 
interfered  with  business 

Considering  the  important  increase  in  the  value  or  cilTee, 
the  European  deliveries  for  February  were  on  a  satisfactory 
scale,  30,530  tons,  against  last  year  28,359  tons,  and  for  the 
two  months  of  the  year  o2,?ot  tons,  against  51,671  tons. 
The  American  deliveries,  although  unquestionably  small  in 
comparison  with  those  of  January  (which  happened  to  be  very 
large,|  were  nevertheless  just  about  equal  to  the  average  of 
the  year  1888. 

The  total  receipts  011  31st  December  ot  the  government  Java 
crop  was  564.506  pieuls,  against  in  1887  254,491.  Exports  to 
the  same  date  315,048,  against  357,160,  and  private  475,178, 
agains  319,241  picuts.
